Ontario Research Founda- 
tion Spoke 


EXPLAINS PROCESSES 


Statistics Show That All 
Known Methods. Are 
Commercially Unbound 


Ton lomperatare carbonization was 
the topic of a symposium. last even- 
ing at which the principle speaker 
was Mr, Tasker. of the Ontario Re- 
search Foundation. The discussion, 
held In the Physics Bullding, was. un- 
der the direction of Professor ‘Thomp- 
son of the Fuel Engineering. depart- 
ment of McGill Universit yzmg: 

As Professor Thompson said, Mr. 
Tasker was exceptionally capable of 
handling his subject, due to the fact 
that he has spent several years in re- 
search experiments pertaining to low 
temperatura: carbonization. By way. 
of introduction he pointed out that 
between twenty-five and thirty dol- 
lars have been spent in North Amer!- 
ca alone on this particular sector of 
fuel technology. S 

History Briefly Outlined 

It "vas shown by_Mr. Tasker that 
although experiments on low tempera- 
ture carbonization. were feebly pursu- 
ed as far back as 1655, it was not un- 
til the Great ‘War that serious re- 
search on this subject was undertaken 
on & large scale. In 1917, the Fuel 
Research Board was established: in 
England ‘and ‘from then until the 


present: day, there has been a Steady’ 


increase in the “knowledge 
vast topic, i .

The lecturer ‘explained. that there. 


are three types of processes: employed 


in low temperature carbonisation of: 


coal, external heating,” ‘internal’ heat- 
ing and a combination of external
